The witness is 53 and although an invalids is a very capable obhervor.He noted a 
very bright ciroular light above a homsa close by when closing the aurtadn3*The 
time was 8pm and the light remained stationary far ab°ut 2 hours.At llpni it had 
disappeared#The light was described as similar, to a Molotov Basket dropped during 
the war or a oar headlight#It was 6"..in diameter AT ARMS LENGTH.

but an unanswered question is why. nobody els© in quite a populated area reported 
such an Object an a Saturday night# 

CCNCLDSIOT : No explanation has been found and it would seem that a UFO is very ' 

probable in this oase.Both investigators do not oonaider a hoax/halltusination at alii 
likely# What we could do now is try to find more witnesses#Before it gets too late 
visit the witnesses's neighbours.Perhaps the SB controller will take this in hand

Witness jW Davies Date: Sept 12 1973 Place: Moors near Oldham Duration: 16 seconds 

During early morning, with the Sun’ just up the witness sighted through a bus window a 
cone shaped object over Potts & Pahs Hill. It hovered for about ten seconds then shot off

CONCLUSION : The investigators feel that this was a. genuine UFQ exparienoe.lt 

would be useful to get more facts to try to confirm dr disprove the. optical theory 
however,The wafcher conditions and any aircraft in the vioinity could be oheoked with 
Ringway.A further interview may well bring more points "to light#
